At the end of every Frees! vie or Dicta- 
tion lesson, you'll receive a perform- 
ance review from ADAM. A keyboard 
will be displayed on the screen and 
your problem keys will be colored red. 
How does ADAM decide which keys are 
your problem key*? Your problem keys 
are I he keys lhat you have- the most 
difficulty with. You may be billing the 
key next lo It. ihe key above It or the 
key below II on the keyboard. Or you 
may be waiting too long to strike a key. 
That means that you're probably 
"hunting and pecking" and looking at 
the keyboard before striking the key. 

When problem keys are Indicated on 
the keyboard, this doesn't mean that 
you are not doing well ai your Exper- 
Type lessons or that you aren't a good 
typist. Even professional typists have 
difficulty with some keys. Try not lo 
think of your problem keys as mis- 
takes. Simply think of them as indica- 
tors of the touch-typing lessons that 
you need to keep practicing. 

Your performance reviews arc cumu- 
lative, that is, problem keys that 
appeared on your first perform- 
ance review wj|| continue to appear 
until you Improve your perform- 
ance sufficiently. 

Remember, too, that while you're typ- 
ing. ADAM Is timing your perform- 
ance. This means that once you start a 



lesson you should finish it. Try to 
avoid interruptions — even Uny ones 
(answering the phone, for example) be- 
cause ADAM will count your lime 

nwny from the program as hesitation 
lime and your performance review 
will be an Inaccurate evaluation of 
your typing. 

Sometimes you'll notice a key colored 
on your performance review as a prob- 
lem key lhat you don'i remember strik- 
ing. In this case, the problem kev Is a 
shifted key.
